It said that William Walker had 
been born on that site. A cub re- 
porter with dreams of travel and 


adventure could stand there at 
the window and dream over that 
sign and the ash heap, which was 
symbolic of Walker's life. I know, 
because many a dream of mine 
looking down at the site where on 
May 8, 1824, a young Kentucky 
girl, married to a Scot named 
James Walker lately settled in 
Nashville, had given birth to her 
first child, a son. 

That he would one day over- 
throw a government of Nicaragua 
and become its president; and 
that his career and life should be 
wrecked by the struggle of New 
York tycoons, the Morgans and 
Vanderbilts, fighting for control of 
a steamship and transit line, al- 
most certainly was not among the 
dreams which the young mother 
entertained for that first and best- 
loved son as she held him close 
in those first days of wonder and 
delight. ' 


Destiny 


There is an Arab saying that 
some persons wear their destiny 
about their necks. Walker was one 
of these. 

He died before a firing squad 
of raggedy, bare-footed soldiers in 
far away Trujillo in the days 
when the great international in- 
terests bought and sold the tiny 
so-called ‘‘Banana Republics’”’ and 
when an army of 50 or 60 well- 
armed men could win a war. Some 
of O. Henry’s best short stories 


were woven about the promoters, | 


soldiers of fortune and the dere- 
lict whites ‘‘on the beach’’ in those 
countries. 

Walker, with his destiny about 
his neck, was graduated from the 
University of Nashville, 
medicine at Pennsylvania, gradu- 
ating in 1843; took graduate work 
in Paris, traveled a year in Eu- 
rope, and decided he didn’t care 
for medicine. He turned to law 
and was admitted to the bar in 
New Orleans. Disliking this he 
went into journalism and in 1848 
became editor and one of the pro- 
prietors of the’ New Orleans Daily 
Crescent. In 1850 he abandoned 
this and, as the Arabs would say, 
hurried on the way laid down for 
him by his destiny. He went to 
California and there, as a contro- 
versial editor, served a term in 
jail for contempt of court. 


Adventure 


Soon he was leading a group of 
adventurers who proclaimed a Re- 
public in lower California. Driven 
out, Walker organized in 1855 an 
expedition of ‘‘emigrants’’ to Nica- 
ragua. He had been invited there 
by th& leader of a revolutionary 
faction in need of help. Walker 
landed there with 57 men, armed 
with rifles and pistols and well 
supplied with ammuniticn. He was 
financed by the Accessory Transit 
Company, an American transpor- 
tation firm, operating between 
Atlantic ports and San Francisco 
by way of Nicaragua. They 
transported additional volunteers 
free of charge to join Walker's 
army. 

Walker stormed Granada and 
won a victory which gave him 
control of the country. He became 
president of Nicaragua and head 
of the army. Walker had been 
financed by Morgan and Garrison 
and when he was come to power 
he revoked the transit company’s 
charter, then controlled by. Com- 
modore Vanderbilt. 

Without leaving New York, the 
Commodore sent cash and sup- 
plies to four neighboring repub- 
lics and had them send a joint

Parents on Child Molesters

Bulging files of secret police information tell a 
shocking story of child molesters in the Atlanta area. 


It is a story of sex deviates 
roaming in search of young vic- 
tims. 

The rapidly growing files al- 
ready include names of more 
than 1,500 known perverts, a po- 
lice source revealed to The Con- 
stitution. 

A vice investigator reports that 
in addition to perverts listed in 
the secret files, hundreds of oth- 
ers are listed on public records. 

A great majority of the 
deviates are homosexual, usually 
not violently dangerous, but—as 
the investigator pointed out—po- 
tentially dangerous if in fear of 
being caught. 

Experts here say that evidence 
indicates that otherwise normal 


children sometimes come under 
the influence of molesters and 
are actually converted to a life 
of sex perversion. 

In his more innocuous form, 
the pervert too often is regard- 


ed as merely a ‘‘queer’’ person 
who hurts no one but himself. 
The public loses sight of the 


fact that these sex degenerates 
are inveterate seducers of the 
young of both sexes. 


PUBLIC FORGETS 

Murder and other violent acts 
by perverts frequently jar the 
public into realization that the 
sex criminal does exist. The 
public is shocked by headlines 
such as: ‘‘Body of Youth Lured 
By Man Found in Maine;’’ ‘‘Boy 
Kidnaped in Sleep Found Bru- 
tally Slain;; ‘“‘Pervert Suspected 


of Kidnaping Girl;” ‘‘Six-foot 
Man Assaults Four-Month-Old 
Child,”” and “‘Baby Sitter and 


Child Slain by Pervert.”’ 

But the public soon forgets. 

Forgotten—or never fully real- 
ized—is the fact that perverts 
do incalculable damage to the 
minds and nervous systems, and 
sometimes morals, of children 
they lure as prey. 

Furthermore, police, and often 


the children’s parents, never 
find out about cases of molest- 
ing. 


For example, Atlanta police 
caught a child molester from 
Louisiana who had lewd pic- 
tures of 150 boys between the 
ages of 6 and 18 with whom he 
had engaged in sex acts. 

This transient bum had the 
names and addresses of the 
boys, all from Louisiana, yet no 
police record of his activities 
could be found. He molested 
several boys in Atlanta before 
one he approached called police. 
Apparently the parents of the 
Louisiana boys knew nothing of 
the man’s activities. If any of 
them did, they didn’t call po- 
lice, or refused to prosecute. 
The same thing happens in At- 


lanta. Children, without proper 
training and instructions from 
their parents, fail to report 


cases of molesting or attempted 
molesting. If they do report to 
their parents, all too often the 
parents either don't report to 
police, or once they have report- 
ed, they refuse to prosecute. 

Many parents would rather see 
a child molester go free than 
subject their children to possi- 
ble embarrassment of a court 
trial. 

NON-PURSUANCE HURTS 

Fulton Criminal 
Luther Alverson says that 
““many, many cases of child mo- 
lesting in Atlanta never get to 
court after arrests are made be- 
cause parents refuse to prose- 
cute.’’ 

Judge Alverson cites the case 
of a widow whose 12-year-old 
daughter was lured into the 
apartment of a truck driver who 
offered to show her some comic 
books. When the man grabbed 
the girl and made improper ad- 
vances she screamed and ran 
from the apartment. 

Police arrested the 
driver, but the girl's 
didn’t want her to go

The secret files on sex deviates 
contain ‘‘big names and little 
names, from laborers to execu- 
tives and professional men,” a 
vice squad officer said. The in- 
formation is used for reference 


in the investigation of sex 
crimes. 
PREVENTIVE VOID 

However, the files alone are 


of little value in ridding Atlanta 
of perverts. They may help 
solve a sex crime, but what 
about sex crime prevention? 
Parental responsibility and a 
determination to prosecute are 
needed. Police and many court 
officials have pointed out that 
Georgia’s antiquated criminal 
laws are inadequate to deal with 
perverts ang other law violators. 
They also contend that facilities 
for mental treatment of sex 
deviates are needed in Georgia. 
Officials say that nine out of 
10 sex crimes in the nation are 
never reported. Even a greater 
percentage of attempted sex 


crimes, including immoral ap- 
proaches which can upset the 
emotional stability of a child, are 
never reported. 

Child molesters often threaten 
the victim or intended victim, 
warning the child not to report 
the matter. Many molested chil- 
dren are “bought off’ with 
with money, candy, ice cream 
or some other favor. 


Sex degenerates in Georgia's 


prisons are not rehabilitated; 
thus, even the conviction of a 
pervert relieves society only 


temporarily of his activities. 
The pervert is treated as any 
other prisoner. After serving his 
sentence he is free to continue 
his perverted practices. He be- 
comes eligible for parole, just 
like any other convict. 
PSYCHIATRY LACKING 
He is not rehabilitated because 
Georgia's penal system is not 
equipped to prgyide him with 
proper psychiatric treatment. 
And, in the words of J. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the Federal 


Bureau of Investigation, ‘“‘There 
is no justification in turning 
criminals loose who have not 


been rehabilitated.’’ 

Hoover says, ‘The jation’s 
women and children wif never 
he secure until we face reality. 
When sex offenders are identi- 
fied there are only two courses 
of satisfactory action: Cure 
through medical attention or the 
more drastic step of depriving 
the offender of his freedom to 
continue such activity.” 

Perverts released from Geor- 
gia’s prisons may even be more 
of a mental problem than they 
were when convicted. 

A young man convicted of an 
act of sexual perversion re- 
turned to his home in Atlanta 
after he was paroled. 

Soon he was ready to go back 
to the state prison at Reidsville 
—at his own request. 

STILL MENACE 

He was just as much a per- 
vert as ever, Maybe even more 
so. And he knew it. He begged 
a Fulton County judge to revoke 
his probation. 

‘‘l asked him why in the world 
he would want to go back to pri- 
son,’’. the judge said, ‘‘and he 
answered: ‘I can’t hold a job. 
I'm just as bad as ever. And 
besides, I’ve got a boy friend 
down there.’ ”’ 

This man, the judge pointed 
out, was just as much a menace 
to society—just as dangerous to 
children—as he was the day he 
was sentenced. 

“As long as we classify per- 
verts with other criminals, fail 
to give them proper psychiatric 


treatment, and mix them with 
other prisoners, we'll never re- 
habilitate the _ perverts,’ the 
judge said. 

In a recent case, a Fulton 
County judge ordered a _ psychi- 
atric examination for a 33-year- 
old Atlanta _ businessman, 


charged with molesting a _  10- 
year-old boy in a theater. 

The psychiatrist concluded that 
the man, an Army veteran who 
had been accused once before in 
a molesting case involving an 
8-year-old girl, would’ respond 
to treatment. 


The man was put on proba- 
tion and ordered to undergo 
treatment at his own expense. 


A Fulton probation officer report- 
ed that after proper treatment, 
the subject ‘“‘snapped out’’ of his 
tendencies to perversion. 

“This man was rehabilitated,”’ 
the probation officer said. ‘But, 
if he hadn't been able to pay 
for psychiatric treatment, he 
would have been sentenced to 
prison where he would have 
been confirmed in his perver- 
sion.”’ 

In another case, 
former Salvation 
convicted of 
year-old girl, 
for treatment.

His family would have nothing 
to do with him. Although he 
was obviously a mental case, 
his family refused to pay for 
psychiatric care. 

The man was_ sentenced to 


prison, 

“When this man is released,” 
the probation officer said, ‘he 
will still be a child molester. 
He may even practice perverted 
acts in the prison."’ 

THE PEN FUTILITY 

The probation 
“The problem boils down to 
this: Do we want to keep send- 
ing sex perverts to a_ peniten- 
tiary that offers no chance of 
rehabilitation . . . a penitentiary 
that does not have a psychiatric 
staff of its own or facilities to 
deal with perverts? 

“Or do we want to provide 
psychiatic treatment to rehabil- 
itate the ones who are capable 
of being brought to a realization 
of the error of their ways?"’ 

J. B. Hatchett, secretary of the 
State Board of Corrections, re- 
ports a marked increase in the 
number of sex offenders sen- 
tenced to Georgia penal institu- 
tions in recent years. 

The problem of sex perversion 
among convicts has been of great

concern in prisons throughout the 
country, he said, and Georgia is 
no exception. 

“We do everything we can to 
keep it down,’’ Hatchett said. 
“We give the prisoners a lot of 
hard work to do and we have 
strict discipline. I believe we 
keep it at a minimum. 

Hatchett said the Reidsville 
prison needs a full-time psychia- 
trist to administer treatment 
when it is needed and to advise 
personnel how to deal with con- 
victs who have tendencies of sex 
perversion. 

FREED TO PREY 

‘“‘We have no facilities to reha- 
bilitate perverts,” he said. 
“When we turn them loose they 
are free to prey on the public 
again.”’ 

Judge Alverson cites a case to 
show how Georgia's outdated 
criminal laws are a protection to 
the child molester: 

A man accused a molesting a 
little girl told a sorrowful tale 
when brought to trial in Fulton 
Superior court. 
his head bowed 
and tears streaming down his 
cheeks, easily won the jury’s 
sympathy. And why not? He had 
been to court before on similar 
charges. He knew how to impress 
a jury. 

He told the jury he _ had 
*“‘meant no harm,’’ that he had 
just given the little girl a ride. 
He denied putting his hands un- 
der her dress. 

Evidence showed he was lying. 

But the jurors sympathized 
with the defendant. They knew 
nothing of his previous record. 
They didn’t realize the man they 
were turning loose on society was 
an habitual child molester. 
JUDGES EFFECTIVE 
The jurors didn't realize he 
was an habitual molester be- 
cause they never got a chance 
to look at his record. 

In most states and in federal 


juries merely deter- 
mine guilt or innocence in fel- 
ony cases, and the judge passes 
sentence after reviewing the con- 


The defendant, 


courts the 
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vited man’s record. 

But Georgia's antiquated crim- 
inal laws provide that the jury 
pass sentence in felony cases. 
The judge imposes sentence only 
in misdemeanor cases. 

Strange as it may seem, At- 
lanta police often prefer to press 
misdemeanor charges rather 
than felony charges against an 
habitual criminal. That’s because 
the judge, after reviewing the de- 
fendant’s record, often hands out 


a stiffer sentence than a jury in 


felony court. 

Judge Alverson says that be- 
cause the state laws are inade- 
quate, Atlanta—as well as the 
rest of the state—has one of the 
worst criminal rates in the Unit- 
ed States. 

ASKS OVERHAUL 

‘‘We’re not going to control sex 
deviates or other criminals until 
we completely overhaul the 
criminal laws,” he said. “I be- 
lieve all judges in Georgia will 
agree with that.”’ 

When he was Fulton represent- 
ative in the General Assembly 
from 1948 through 1951, Alver- 
son introduced bills each year to 
rewrite the criminal laws. The 
measures would have allowed 
felony court judges to impose 
sentence. But the bills were 
killed in the Legislature. 


He blamed the death of the re- 
form measures on “pressure 
from some lawyers who want the 
criminal laws to remain as they 
are so that their clients will stand 
a better chance of receiving light 
sentences — or no sentence at 
all. 

“Our criminal laws stem from 
the old Carpetbagger days when 
a Southerner could kill a carpet- 
bagger and state to the court that 
he didn’t do it, and still be con- 
sidered a gentleman because he 
wasn't under oath,’ Alverson 
said. 

Georgia's criminal laws do not 
permit the defendant to be 
sworn, The defendant is not sub- 
jected to cross-examination un- 
less he agrees to it, which is 
rare indeed. The law also pro- 
vides that the defendant’s un- 
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sworn statement not be inter- 
rupted. 

Thus, a defendant with a rec- 
ord of sex crimes cannot be pros- 
ecuted for lying in his statement. 
The prosecution cannot challenge 
even the most obvious lies, either 
by objection or cross-examina- 
tion. 


Furthermore, the defendant, in 
his statement, can relate things, 
such as hearsay, that would nev- 
er be admissible under the reg- 
ular rules of evidence. He can 
testify to matters irrelevant and 
immaterial just to create sym- 
pathy. 

CHARGE PREFERENCE 

“T’ve had officers tell me they 
would rather bring an habitual 
child molester to my court on an 
assault and battery charge, than 
take him to a felony court on a 
more serious charge of child mo- 
lesting,’’ Judge Alverson said. 

In a special statement to The 
Atlanta Constitution, J. Edgar 
Hoover said: 


“There are few crimes com- 
mitted today as despicable and 
shocking as those perpetrated by 
sex degenerates. Sex crimes are 
increasing and present a real 
problem to communities every- 
where. They cannot be treated 
lightly as has been the case so 
often in the past.’ 

In summary, here are some 
of the recommendations made by 
judges, psychiatrists, probation 
officers, lawyers and police who 
were interviewed by the Atlan- 
ta Constitution: 

1. The public first must be 
awakened to the serious prob- 
lem that exists and must demand 
that their legislators in the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and local and 
state officials, study the problem 
and take steps to combat the 
problem. As a leading Atlanta 
psychiatrist said, “One of the 
most important factors in Geor- 
gia is that the state authorities 
have up to the present time 
failed to give adequate recogni- 
tion to the fact this is a psy- 
chiatric problem.”’ 

2. Georgia’s criminal laws 
should be rewritten because they 
are a protection to the habitual 
criminal, 


ASK FLEXIBILITY 


3. Sentence imposed for crimes 
of sex perversion—other than 
crimes culminating in extreme 
violence, of course—should be 
more flexible. A leading Atlanta 
psychiatrist, experienced in the 
field of criminology and in the 
study of the sex criminal, sug-

life. Such flexible sentences, of 
course, could be imposed on a 
practical basis only if there is a 
provision for rehabilitation. 


4. The state should establish 
a diagnosis center at Atlanta 
where sex criminals can be in- 
terviewed by psychiatrists, psy- 
chologists and sociologists. Pro- 
visions should be made for psy-

Lack Traffic Courts 


Traffic control in the automotive ve- 
hicle age starts of course with regulative 
rules, laws and ordinances. If man were 
not a perverse being inclined to disobe- 
dience, it would end there. 


Since he is subject to err, the second 
step is the apprehension and the arrest 
of the apparent lawbreaker. The third 
is trial and punishment. 


Society knows the second two steps as 
police and the courts. 

Traffic safety specialists over the na- 
tion long have advised that enforcement 
is effective when punishment swiftly and 
surely follows the crime. They have rec- 
ommended special courts assigned only to 
traffic cases. 

Most cities have such courts, either 
completely municipal or municipal courts 
which are a part of the state system. 

But not Atlanta and 62 other munici- 
palities in the state. 

The City of Atlanta has sought juris- 
diction of traffic misdemeanors only to 
have the way blocked by court decree and 
by gubernatorial veto, in case of a bill 
passed last spring to create a municipal 
traffic court. 

Now Atlanta and other cities in which 
jurisdictiort in traffic misdemeanors is de- 
nied are asking legislative action extend- 
ing to them the right of trial in such 
cases when the defendant waives his right 
to a jury. The Georgia Municipal Asso- 
ciation on Friday gave its support to the 
project. 

The incoming General Assembly would 
do well to.lend a receptive ear to the 
proposal. Police courts in 96 counties al- 
ready have the right which Atlanta and 
the other cities seek. 


’ The cause of safety would benefit if 
it were extended to all. The bypassing, 
bickering and blocking that have been 
going on in regard to this issue have been 
at too high a price—a continuing toll in 
accidents, property damages and lives.

Justice Jackson’s Career 


Showed Vigor, Courage 


Robert H. Jackson, associate justice of 
the United States Supreme Court who 
died in Washington Saturday after a long 
illness, was a man of liberal convictions 
and staunch devotion to the Constitution. 
His career as a justice was one of vigor 
and courage. Both his opinions and his 
frequent dissents were models of clarity. 
As a sample of his clarity is the following 
paragraph taken from one of his many 
opinions in which he summed up his 
theory of government: 

“A government to perform even a 
minimum of service to its people must 
take steps to suppress avarice, to strike 
down privately built up schemes of eco- 
nomic exploitation or oppression, to up- 
root privilege, and to assure justice and 
economic opportunity to the masses.” 

His opinion in the majority ruling that 
the non-Communist oath provision of the 
Taft-Hartley Act was constitutional and 
his opinion which cleared the way for the 
execution of the Rosenbergs in the atomic 
spy case are other examples of his forth- 
right opinion. 

Justice Jackson was ill during the last 
two years of his life. Yet when the 5Su- 
preme Court unanimously outlawed racial 
segregation in the public schools on May 
17, he took his place on the bench, though 
not expected to appear, in order to em- 
phasize the unanimity of the court on 
this issue. It was the opinion of observers 
of the court that:in the last several years 
he had moved from the liberal position 
to one generally considered middle-of- 
the-road. 

His contribution to the trial of the 
Nazi war criminals has been described 
as revolutionizing the law of war and 
peace. Those trials and the international 
law developed by them are still under 
hot dispute, but without much doubt the 
basic law as developed by Justice Jack- 
son will prevail in the future. 

President Dwight D. Eisenhower now 
has a second place to fill on the Supreme 
Court. This time the appointment is al- 
most sure to go to a man with long ju- 
dicial experience. This would rule out 
Gov. Tom Dewey of New York who re- 
portedly has ambitions to round out his 
career with service on the Supreme 
Court.

NAM Says Education 
Must Have More Help 


It is encouraging to see the interest 
being displayed in education by the na- 
tion’s business leaders. 

For instance, the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers just released a sur- 
vey in which it called attention to the 
fact educational facilities are not keeping 


+ ' 


pace with our growth in population or 
with the rise in national income. 

“The number of children entering our 
public schools,” says the report, “is con- 
tinuing to rise at a rapid rate. Too few 
teachers are being trained; school con- 
struction is lagging behind needs and tax 
support is not increasing sufficiently. 

“Our schools need more money,” it 
continues, “what they get isn’t enough. 
We area, spending proportionately less of 
our income on schools today than we did 
in 1930, and even then the schools were 
inadequately supported.” 

Enrollments in public elementary 
schools in the nation rose by less than 
4,500,000, the report notes, but in the 
next two years a jump of 2,400,000 more 
is expected and the total by 1958 may 


reach 26,000,000—4,000,000 more than 
now in school. 


The NAM asks each state and school 
district to look at its own problem and 
work at it. More local support and emer- 
gency measures to meet immediate needs 
must come before permanent solutions.

Atlanta’s Public Debt 
Is One of Smallest 


The city government of Atlanta at the 
end of 1953 had the smallest outstanding 
indebtedness of all major cities in the 
South, reports the U.S. Department of 
Commerce. In fact, only 14 other larger 
cities in the United States could boast of 
a smaller debt. 


The figures show also that Atlanta's 
debt at the end of last year was consid- 
erably smaller than that of 26 other large 
cities in the nation. 7 

Total of the debt, $39,434,000, com- 
pared to Houston’s $139,310,000 and to 
Louisville’s $96,359,000, is a most reason- 
able figure. It explains why Atlanta’s 
credit is considered tops, as evidenced by 


“the high’ premium paid on the recent 


achool bond issue. , 
On the other hand, the survey showed, 


of 23 cities a peguistion of between 
250,000 and $00,000 inhabitants, Atlanta's 
expenditures on such items as sanitation 
and highways were in the top brackets. 
Once again we are reminded that At- 
lanta is one of the best-governed cities in 
the nation. Those in authority and the 
people wise enough to have selected 
them deserve hearty commendation.

Florida’s Governor-elect 


Wants No Unit System 


There has been strange talk coming 
out of Florida. This fellow LeRoy Col- 
lins, who has been elected governor of the 
state to succeed Acting Governor Charley 
Johns, doesn’t believe in the county unit 
system. What is ‘more, he _ said so 
publicly. 

In the governor’s election last May 
Mr. Johns lost to Mr. Collins in popular 
votes, which is the basis for election in 
Florida and 46 other states. 

Now it seems that Mr. Johns has 
heard of the county unit system as prac- 
ticed in Georgia. He-did some calcu- 
lating and came to the conclusion that 
if Florida had had the unit system, he 
would have won the election. So there has 
been talk that he might call a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature expressly to bring 
Florida under the protective unit system 
umbrella. 


But the governor-elect wants none of 
it. He says if the Legislature passes a unit 
bill while he’s governor, he’ll veto it as 
sure as Florida is a democracy. 

He has some definite reasons. “There 
is no place in Florida,” he says, “for any 
system under which one vote doesn’t 
count as much as another, regardless of 
where the voter lives in our state.” 


“‘What’s more;” he said, “we must nev- 
er be a state composed of separated coun- 
ties, each vying against the other for 
some special advantage at his neighbor's 
expense. If we sink to that, we'll go 
backward, not forward.” 

He pointed out that statewide pro- 
grams for better schools, better health 
and better roads have cost and will con- 
tinue to cost a great deal of money. And 
the great bulk of this money, he said, 
“has come from taxpayers whose votes 
would be watered down by this unit vote 
plan if it were ever put into effect.” 


“That is not fair, and the people all 
over Florida, those living in the smaller 
counties as well as those living in the 
larger ones, realize this and will have no 
part of it,” he added: 

Surely, the Florida governor-elect has 
not heard how the county unit system 
protects the small counties in Georgia 
from school problems, financial problems, 
communism and the drought. 

It’s hard to believe that a man as re- 
actionary as LeRoy Collins seems to be 
could have been elected governor of a 
progressive state like Florida.

But Russia’s declared attitude has now 


moved sufficiently near to that of the United States and Britain so 
that serious discussion is going forward at the United Nations to see 


if anything can be done. 

It is useful to look at both sides 
of Mr. Vishinsky’s program. 
These points are on the credit 
side: 

1, For the first time Russia says 
that it accepts the idea that any 
agreement must embrace conven- 
tional arms—which has been a 
main source of Soviet military 
powers—as well as atomic weap- 
ons. 

2. It advocates a stage-by-stage 
reduction of all armaments and ul- 
timately an end to the manufac- 
ture of atomic and hydrogen 
weapons. 

3. It speaks In favor of ‘‘a Per- 
manent International Control Com- 
mission’ which should have pow- 
ers of inspection ‘‘to the extent 
necessary to insure’ carrying out 
the treaty. 

The reasons for wariness are 
these: 

1. In advancing his proposals, 
Mr. Vishinsky was elaborately 
friendly to Britain and France 
and vitriolically critical of the 
United States, although America 
had endorsed the British and 
French disarmament plan which 
Mr. Vishinsky was now apparently 
embracing.

In the past Mr. Vishinsky has 
said that any inspection of any 
plant other than those the Soviet 
government certified as inspect- 
able would be “interference in in- 
ternal affairs,’ that simple assur- 
ance that nothing improper was 
going on should be sufficient. 

These are large gaps in the 
Soviet disarmament plan. Thus 
far it looks like more loophole 
than plan.
